DETAILED ACTION 
Response to Amendment 

In response to amendment filed, with the above serial number, on 04 November 
201 1 in which claims 46-53, 56-63, 66-70, and 73-74 are presented for examination with 
claims 46, 56, 66-67, 69, and 74 having been amended. Claims 46-53, 56-63, 66-70, 
and 73-74 are pending in the application. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 46-53, 56-63, 66-70, and 73-74 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Applicant 
arguments are persuasive, as the prior art of record fails to teach the limitations of at 
least the independent claims. Specifically, the prior art of record fails to explicitly teach, 
singularly or when combined, registering a user device for access to the internet 
through a UMTS network via an established anonymous communication session in 
response to authentication of a temporary ID and password and received permanent ID 
and password as defined in the claims and when combined with the remaining features 
of the claims. As such, the claims are allowable over the prior art of record and in view 
of Applicant remarks over the prosecution history of the application.
